Q.— Have we a genuine picture or 
likeness of Jesus Christ? 
I was taught 
that we had none as God says in His 
commandments “thou shalt make no 
graven image of me.” 
But that the 
pictures are only w hat learned men 
have thought Christ looked tike, such 
at “ Peace." 
(C. E. D.) 
Answer.—While it would be impossi­ 
ble to prove that any picture of Jesus 
in existence to-day is authentic, many 
are inclined to believe that there is one 
such. 
It is said to have been taken 
from a likeness cut iii an emerald by 
command of Tiberius Caesar, 
and 
which was given from the Treasure of 
Constantinople by the Emperor of the 
Turks, to Poi ie Innocent VHI. for the 
redemption of his brother, then a cap­ 
tive to the Christians. 
This likeness 
has so completely the qualities that 
would be expected in a perfect man 
that those who study the face and 
head from a scientific standpoint are 
inclined to accept It as authentic. 
Your question implies that yon are un­ 
der the impression that there could be 
no picture of Jesus because of the com­ 
mand of Exodus 20:4, that no one 
should make a “graven image or like­ 
ness of anything that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth beneath. 
or that is in the water under the 
earth/* When your teachers reasoned 
from this basis, they were evidently 
forgetting that there were very few 
people in this world living under these 
commandments at the time of Jesus’ 
pilgrimage. 
There were thousands of 
gentiles and many 
likenesses may

And 
eo it might be were it not for the 
human factor. But because voters do 
not bestir themselves for a primary 
any more than they did 
when the 
convention 
system 
prevailed,

primary does not serve the purpose 
intended. The primary 
would, were 
it taken ad\antage of by the voters, 
put the bosses into limbo. But the 
tosses have taken advantage of 
the 
apathy in the ranks and have made 
the most of (he primary. 
The Indianapolis 
News 
prints 
a 
symposium of adverse sentiment and 
Lays for its own community: “ Our 
own experience with the direct pri­ 
mary has been 
far from encourag­ 
ing. The trouble is that the ordinary 
voters will not bestir themselves to
